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Remarks 

Applicant thanks Examiner for the Notice of Allowance in this case and is providing this 
Amendment and Request for Change in Inventorship to correct all remaining issues discovered 
upon a final review of the file history. 

Applicant is adding a cross-reference to related applications to ensure compliance with 
37 CFR 1.78(a)(2)(iii). Other clerical errors were amended in the specification, for example, the 
range of "0.1 nM-0.1M, 0.1 nM-0.05M, 0.05 nM-15uM or 0.01 nM-10 eM uJ\/T was corrected as 
indicated, and one of skill will appreciate that the correction is an obvious correction of a clerical 
error. 

Furthermore, a review of the file history and PAIR suggested that a response was never 
filed to a formality deficiency notice from the OIPE dated 2/26/02 regarding defective drawings. 
In response, Applicant is providing 13 replacement sheets of the drawings to serve as formal 
figures in an effort to ensure compliance with all formal requirements. The replacement sheets 
are merely clean versions of the originally-filed figures, which contain dark regions and 
shadowing due to poor duplication, and Figure 2A has been amended to correct a minor clerical 
error by replacing oonc e trat i on with concentration . In addition, since Figure 2A was originally 
filed as two figures, Figure 2A is now Figures 2A and 2B, and Figure 2B becomes Figure 2C.
